(CCAP) shall annually send or deliver to
the parents or guardians of children
enrolled in the facility's care an
informational pamphlet regarding
awareness of lead poisoning.” The Lead
Program has information available on
the Department’s website in English
and Spanish, and is available to develop
additional resources as necessary.
